The coming winter promises to bring awful suffering to 
the people of the Balkan states, especially to those who have 
been driven from homes by the invading armies. The neu­ 
tral nations cannot help hoping that the cruel necessities of 
war will not add to the millions now suffering the population 
of Roumania. 
The struggle, however, in the south eastern section 
of 
Europe has became a vital one and Germany 
and Austria 
must prevent if possible, using all the terrible 
weapons of 
war, the 
junction of the opposing forces in Greece. 
Success of the Allies and Roumania in that 
campaign 
would mean unmeasurable disaster to the cause of the central 
powers as it would cut them off from the graneries of Bul­ 
garia and Turkey and mean opening of the great storehouse 
of Russia to the entente powers._____
